THE SENATE, 

WaAsHINGTON, December 12.—In the senate, 
on mouon of iloar, a resolution was adopted 
directing the postmaster general to transit, 
as soon as possible, the last report on the ad- 
ministration of the post-office in New York; 
also aresolution directing tbe secretary. of the 
treasury to transmit the repart of Kdwara D. 
Grimes on the administration of the custom 
house, the naval office and the suryeyor's 
office, in New York. At the close of the 
mornimg hour, Mr. Beck proposed to call up 

iis Tesvolution for the investigation of the 
political assessinents, but owing to the ab- 
sence of Mr. Edmunds, whose motion to 
reter the resolution to the committee on 
judiciary, was pending, Mr. Beck agreed it 
should be laid aside temporarily. The senate 
then proceeded to consider the bills upon the 
calendar. Mr. Beck introduced a bill to pre: 
vent political assessmeuts, Which was referred 
to the judiciary committee. It is as follows: 

THE ANTI ASSESSMENT BILL. 

‘First. It shail not be lawful forany person 
holding any  oftice under the United 
States, or the employes’ thereof, to 
contribute or pay to any committee or per- 
son, or Into any fund, any money, property, 
or valuable thing, for any political purpose 
whatsoever, orto pay any assessment or per- 
centage on income for the emoiuments of his 
ofli-e or position for any political purpose, or 
to give, lend, advance, or pay any money, 
property, or valuable thing with the intent 
or with the assent, permission, or under 
standing, that tne same may be applied to or 
for any political purpose Wwhatsvever, or to 
himseif er herseif apply the same to any po- 
litical purpose. No bead of a department or 
other superior officer shall bimself coltect) or 
permit or allow any other person to collect or 
receive from any officer or employe in his 
department, or under his supervision, or {from 
any other officer, or employe Whatsoever, 
any percentage, contribution, 
giit, loan or advance of any money, property 
or valuable things with the intent, under- 
standing or peroussion that the same shall or 
may be used for any political purpose. Sec- 
ond. That any person who shall violate any 
provisions of this act shall be deemed guiity 
of misdemeanor, andon conviction shall be 
punished by imprisonment fora term not 
exceeding six months, and in the discretion 
of the court be fined not exceeding $5,000, 
and on eenviction shail be forever theieafter 
@ish walified from holding any oilice of honor, 
profit or trust under the United States. Any 
officer of the United States who sball violate 
any provision of this act sball, in addition to 
such imprisonment and fine, be deemed and 
taken to have vacated the office held by 
him.” At the close of the morning hour 
Mr. Beck offered to. call up his 
resolution in _ relation to political 
assessments during the last campaign, 
but agreed it should be laid aside on account 
of the absence of Mr Edmunds, whose motion 
to refer the resolution to the committee on 
judiciary is pending. The senate tnen took 
up and passed bills forthe relief of Wm. W. 
Screws. The sepate then took up Mr. Pen- 
dleton’s civil service bili. The amendments 
rep -tted from the committeé on civil service 
reiorm were agreed to. Mr. Pendleton” then 
«poke at length for the bill. 

Mr. Pendleton was fullowed by Messrs Al- 
lison and Sherman. A “large number of 
atiendmen's were offered and ordered print- 
ed, ail of which tend to increase the stringen- 
cy of the provisions of the bill. These 
amen iments were offered by Messrs. Slater, 
Hawiey, Logan, Allison, Harrison, Hoar 
and Hale.

COTTON 


Narrow Escape of Inmates—One Voung Girl Lurned. 
Lees 675,000. 

PHILADELPHIA, December 12.--The Enter- 
prise cotton mills at Manyunk, owned by 
Samuel S. Keely, and occupied by Joseph 
Adams, cotton yarns, Keely and Wiihere, 


and John Wilde & Bro., carpet yarns, were 
totally destroyed by fire this afiernoon, in- 
volving a loss of $15,000 on the building and 
$60,000 on the stock and machinery of the 
various occupants. The fire broke out in the 
picker room on the fourth floor in 
the department cecupied by Lord 
& Conner,gand spread with great repidilv. 
About one hundred operatives were at work at 
the time, those on the fifth floor being ex- 
posed to most danger, as there was no fire 
escapes in the building. The only means of 
escape was by means of an outside heisting 
rope, which reached only to the second floor. 
All coming down this way had to jump the 
balance of the distance to the ground, running 
the gauntlet of fire as it belched out of the 
windows. Others inmped from the windows. 
In all sixteen persons were injured, some by 
bruises by falling and others by burns about 
the face and body. Only one (Mary @Con- 
ner), aged fourteen, is believed to bg fatally 
injured.

ills for Government Moneys te be Used for Educa- 
tional Purpesce. 

Wasincton, December 12 —The question 
of eXtending national aid to education in the 
several states and territories will receive some 
attention at this session of congress, and it is 
possible that a bill embodying some of the 
most populur features of some of the many 
plans proposed may become a law before the 
expiration ofthis congress Among the ideas 
on this subject that have found expression 
in bills introduced in one or other of the 
heuses is thatof Senator Logan, who propo- 
ses to apply the proceeds of the tax on whisky 
to educational purposes, that of Senator 
Biair, who wants a direct annual appropria- 
tion for ten years, and that of Mr. Sherwin, 
of Illinois, who wants#4 direct annual appro- 
priation for five years. Senator Blair’s 
scheme seems to be the most comprehensive. 
He proposes that congress sball begin by up- 
propriating $15,000,000, and appropriate a 
gradually diminishing sum $1,000,000 
each vear for ten years, to be expended 
securing the of common school 
education to alk the children living in 
the United States. This fund he would di- 
vide among the several states and territories 
in propcertion to the illiteracy of their popu- 
lation according to the census, and he 
would commit its expenditure tO the concurs 
rent action of the retary Of interior 
and the superintendent ef public schools, 
board of education, oUn in the 
State in which the administration of the 
public school laws is vested. His bill als 
provides for the appointm:  presiden 
of a comm if education for each state 
to superintend the details of the expenditure 
of the fund, and throws various safeguards 
about its eX pe nditure by the states. Mr. 
Sherwin’s bill is somewhat similar in its gen- 
eral scope tothat of Sefator Blair, and has 
been favorably reported to the house from 
the committee on education and labor. It 
provides for an annual appropriation of $10.- 
C0) OOD for tive years, to be apportioned 
among the states and territories according to 
the illiteracy of their population; no state to 
receive a larger sum in any one year 
than it has expended in the _ preced- 
ing vear of its own funds for the education of 
its children, without respect to color, and 
makes the commissioner of education the snu- 
peryisor of the fund. Senator Blair proposes 
to press his bill this session, and Mr. Sherwin 
said to-day that he expected to secure favora- 
ble consideration for his measure. A good 
deal of quiet agitation ef the question is go- 
ing on in both branches of congress, and will 
bear fruit before the session expires,
